WMhlnjton, Sept. 23— Official dls- 
patohes from Havana conflrm the re- 
port that the coloulal government of 
the Island is taking a band in tbaping 
tb* terms In wbfoh th» •vacuation 
■bell be executed. 

TblB, it la bdlieved here, may develop 
some Mw pbaiM la tbt MtuaUoa in 
Cuba. 

The colonial covernm«nt waa eatab- 
lisbed by Spain abortly before the war 
broKe out. tbere being a cabinet of five 
officers at Havana and a leglalatlve 
body with two houses. 

It carried out In a meaaure tbe long 
pending plan of giving Cuba bome rule 
by means of an autonomous govern- 
ment, but while in name autonomous, 
it waa contended by the Insurgent ele- 
ment that genuine home rule was lack- 
ing and tbat this colonial regime was 
ii continuance of Spanish domination. 

It appears, however, that these col- 
onial authorities are taking a very 
active part in tbe preeent negotiations 
and tbat tbare la more or leaa co-oper- 
ation betwMB tbem and the Spanish 
government 

This creates a condition, in which 
the I'ntted Staffs nnisi deal not only 
with Spain but with those wbo claim 
to reprtsent th» Island Itself, ifrsa from 
Spanish control. 

The colonial, or autonomist adminis- 
tration. Is very thoroughly organized, 
and can exert much Influence. It ea- 
tabliibad a regular legation tn Wash- 
ington prior to the war with several 
prominent public men of Havana on 
tbe staff. 

It numl)ers In Its ranks much of tne 
wealth of Cuba and daima to stand 
for tbe educated classes aa against 

ttie Insurgents and Illiterates. This 
makes two distinct Cuban classes: The 
autonomists, w^ho are co-operating with 
Spain, and tbe inaurgenti, wbo are 
oposed to Spate. 

It now seeilis clear from offlcial as 
well as the press reports from Havana 
and Madrid that the autonomist ele- 
ment is taking up the claim flrst ad- 
vanced by Spain that many incidental 
Questions as to Coba must be settred 
before the evacuation begins. 

But the view among gov* i nni< nt of- 
flciais here Is that the Cuban autono- 
mists as well as the Spaniards, have 
no qaeatiooa to advance or aettle be- 
fore evacuation is determined upon. 

The time and place of evacuation Is 
looked upon by the authorities here 
as tbe only point involved and there 
la likely to be a rade awakening If the 
pro-Spanish element either as autono- 
mists Or as native Spaniards Insists 
upon bringing in determination of Iho 
Cuban debt, future forms of govern- 
ment, rates of tariff for Spain and 
many other aubjecta. as a preliminary 
to evacuation. 

The American commissioners, ac- 
cording to tbe understanding here, will 
insist on a strict adherence to the pro- 
tpcol for aa Immediate evacttatioo of 
the island, aad if need be will submit 
an nltimatum against taking up subsi- 
diary questloRs upon Cuba's future. 

There are some 100,000 troops In the 
Island. Allowing 1,000 men on a trans- 
port and a vessel leavitfg eVer^ day It 
would take 100 days, or over three 
months, for the etieOiltML Tbe time 
for departure will protatdy tar exceed 
three months. 

Washington, sept. :Ja.— It Is Stated 
tbat the war department has received 
SO detailed report or any Information 
tram tbe Ottbaa military eommtedon 
regardtaM tbt Woilt Of tbe commisslt>n 
at Ha'iiBB. la reply to the question

These 
troops, who are now* well armed, pur- 
pose attacking the Spanish garrlson.= 
of the islands to the south, and unle.ss 
there Is prompt Intirference there 
seems little doubt tbat tbe expedition 
will be raceeesfal.

WaBhingtoB, Sept 28.— Major Gen- 
eral Miles, commanding tbe army, bus 
completed his plan for tbe reorganiza- 
tion of the volunteer forces Into corps, 
divisions and brigades. This plan has 
l>een submitted to the war department 
for approval. Tbe plan contemplates 
a reorganisation of the volunteer force 
which has not been ordered i^istpred 
out. and designates an army of occu- 
pation for Cuba, provides for the relief 
of the army In Porto Rico and estab- 
lishee a reserve to relieve the troops in 
the various islands which will be occu- 
pied by tbe United Statea.

New YcH-k, Sept 23.— The United 
States transport Seguranca, which 
reached Montauk Point from Santiago 
de Cuba, came up to quarantine. E. 
Isaaca, tbe civilian passenger sick with 
yellow fever, waa transferred to Swin- 
burne Island. All tbe other passengers 
mostly convalescents from the army in 
Cuba,and the crew will be held at Hoff- 
man island for obsenratldn. Mr. Isaacs 
developed yellow fever oa the third day 
out. All other sick on board improved 
during the passage.

Washington, Sept 88.— Tbe ordnance 

ofllctrs say :hat there Is a very erron- 
eous idea prevalent as to the value of 
the ammunition shot away by Dewey 
at Manilla and by Sampson's fleet at 
Santiago. Instead of this running up 
as high as $2,000,000, as assorted in 
some quartei-fi, the fact was th.it Dewey 
at Manilla fired $47,000 worth of am- 
menition, and tbe North Atlantic fleet 
at Santiago on July 8 and during the 
bombardments not to exceed |100,00U. 

MarlBM R«Tl«w«d. 

Washington. Sept 28.— Tbe presi- 
dent reviewed from the portico of the 
Wbltebouse a detachment of about 200 
members of marine corps which served 
at Guantanamo during the war. The 
marines had Just arrived and they

Tbe 
president sto-xl witli liarf d head as the 
bronzed heroes marched past bowing 
his bead, waving hia hat aad elapiplng 
bis bands in turn.

Tbe admiral baited be- 
fore ^ miaiater. sainted and said 
stiffly, "I am at the orders of your ex- 
cellency. I shall preeent myself at the 
minlitry. as Is my duty."

Crops in KentQCky Have Fared Inasnally 
Well This Year-Soasqn Aboat 
ClOHetL 

The crop season in Kentucky is about 
over and on next Tuesday will be issued 
the last of the Weather Bureau's weekly 
crop bulletins for this section. Section 
Director George E. Hunt feels that it is a 
subject for congratulation that fliopa 
have fared so well in 1898. 

In speaking of the matter Mr. Hunt 
said : "All things considered, the season 
has been one of the most favorable ever 
recorded for Kentucky. Oora was an ex- 
cellent crop from start to finish. The 
same can be said of wheat, though both 
crops were considerably damaged by the 
excessive rains of July, which delayed 
threshing and caused wheat to sprout in 
the shock and stack. A pcrtion (A the 
corn crop damaged lay along the streams 
of the .State and was Hooded during the 
latter part of July. 

"The tobacco crop suffered less from 
worms ttian ever heretofore known, and, 
although the field was irregular and at 
several times suffered from 'frenching' 
and other causes, it has eventually turned 
out remarkably well. The bulk of both 
the corn and tobacco crops has been har- 
vested in very good oondltion, and late- 
planted fields will in a few days be safe 
from frost."
